Tropical Storm Karen targets US Gulf Coast 
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MIAMI (AFP) - Tropical 
Storm Karen churned toward 
the US Gulf Coast Friday, with 
forecasters warning of week¬ 
end flooding and heavy rain¬ 


fall m several states, including 
Louisiana and Honda. 

As the system swirled 
about 240 miles (385 kilome¬ 
ters) south-southwest of die 
mouth of the Mississippi 
River, authorities urged resi¬ 
dents to stock up on essentials. 

Flonda Governor Rick 
Scott declared a state of emer¬ 
gency in IS counties to enable 
the potential deployment of 
resources as needed 

"Out number one priority 
is the safety of our citizens," 
he said in a statement 

A hurricane watch that 
could be downgraded later 
Fnday was in effect from 
Grand Isle, Louisiana, to west 
of Destin, Flonda, according 
to die National Hum cane 
Center. 


A tropical storm watch, 
meanwhile, was issued for 
areas including metropolitan 
New Orleans, battered by 
Hume Fine Katrina m 2005. 

A tropical storm warning 
was in effect for a stretch 
along the Louisiana coast. 

Karen's center was ex¬ 
pected to be near the coast 
Saturday night. 

Set to become the first 
named system to strike the 
United States tins year, Karen 
was packing maximum sus¬ 
tained winds of near 50 mph 
at 1SOO GMT 

"Little change m strength 
is expected during the next 
day or so with some strength¬ 
ening possible Saturday night 
and Sunday," the Miami- 
based NHC said 


"The combination of storm 
surge and the tide will cause 
normally dry areas near the 
coast to be flooded by rising 
waters" 

Through Sunday night, 
Karen was expected to dump 
up to 10 inches (25 centime¬ 
ters) of ram m isolated areas,, 
and three to six inches over 


parts of the central and east¬ 
ern Gulf Coast. 

Dn Thursday, President 
Barack Obama wasbnefed on 
disaster preparations and his 
administration recalled emer¬ 
gency workers who had been 
told to stay home due to a 
government shutdown linked 
to a bitter budget dispute.

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Key test for Brazil as it readies

major oil auction 


RID DE JANEIRO (AFP) - 
After almost six years of 
waiting, Brazil's energy giant 
Peimbras is readying a maj or 
auction this month of its 
deep-water "pre-salt" oil re¬ 
serves, despite fears of exces¬ 
sive state meddling 

The October 21 Libra oil 
field auction in Rio de 
Janeiro — which experts say 
could put 12 billion barrels of 
ail up far grabs -- has been 
highly anticipated as the start 
of the sell-off of the total 
d e ep - water re s erve s. 

The Libra field is part of a 
vast discovery of reserves an- 
nounced m 2007 Tie area is 
spread over 149,000 square 
kilomet ers (5 7,5 2 D s quare 
miles) in the Atlantic Ocean - 
- the biggest find in two 
decades 

According to official esti¬ 
mates, the total reserves -- 
buried beneath several kilo- 
meters a f o ceao, b edro ck an d 
hot salt beds -- could hold 
more than 10D billion barrels 
of high-quality recoverable 
crude and could turn Brazil 
into one of the world's top ex¬ 
porters. 

Last May, the government 


oversaw auctions for some 
300 non pre-salt blocs, most 
of them located in hitherto 
unexplored regions off the 
country's north and northeast 
That attracted unprece¬ 
dented interest from around 
the world and another auction 
of 240 land-based blocs of 
gas will be held next month 
But experts say the Libra 
sale -- the first of the pre-salt 
reserves -- is the big prize. 
Betting big on Libra 
The field in the country's 
southeast, some 230 kilome¬ 
ters (140 miles) off the coast 
of Rjd, could yield a million 
barrels of crude per day 
within five years, experts say 
Currently, Brazil produces 
two million barrels a day. It is 
looking to boost that output 
to five million bpd by 2020, 
thanks in 1 arge p art to the pre- 
salt reserves 

Eleven oil firms will take 
part in the auction, but Petro- 
bras will have sole operating 
rights and is guaranteed at 
least a 30 percent concession¬ 
ary stake under the terms of a 
2010 law 

Petrobras' investment 
plans through 2016 come in 


at $236 billion -- 60 percent 
of tliat earmarked for oil and 
gas exploration as well pro¬ 
duction 

US players stay away 

Despite the massive inter¬ 
national interest in ihe Libra 
sale, US players will be con¬ 
spicuously sitting it out. 

"The absence of US giants 
is due to excessive state inter¬ 
vention" in the sector, said 
Adnaiio Pires of Brazil's In¬ 
frastructure Center. 

While the Americans are 
staying on the sidelines, Eu¬ 
ropean firms are in on the act, 
including Anglo-Dutch giant 
Shell and France's Total. So 
is China National Petroleum 
Corporation (CNPC).

Dutch take legal action 
against Russia over 
Greenpeace ship 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - The 
Netherlands sad Friday it has 
stalled legal action to free 30 
crewmembers of Greenpeace's 
Arctic Sunrise, charged by 
Russia with piracy after a 
protest against Arctic oil 
drilling. 

"The Netherlands, as the 
state under whose Sag the Arc¬ 
tic Sunrise sails, today stalled 
an arbitration process on the 
basis of the UN Convention of 
the Law of tire Sea," Foreign 
Minister Frans Timmermans 
said m a letter in pariiament. 

Tire action is against what 
the Netherlands sees "as the 
unlawful detention of the ship 
(and) to have it released and its 
crew freed, 1 * Timm emi an s 
wrote. 

Dutch Foreign Ministry 
spokesman Friso Wijnen told 
AFP the Netherlands believed 
the crew's arrest was "illegal 11

Flesh-Eating Bacteria Kills 
59-Year-Old Florida Man 


FLORIDA - Henry Kometzky, 
59 died just 2S hours after he 
contracted a flesh-eating bac¬ 
terial infection while wading 
in the Halifax River in Florida 
on Saturday. 

It is just the latest death con¬ 
nected to the Vibrio vulnificus 
bacteria - which normally lives 
in warm seawater - in the Vo¬ 
lusia and FIager counties. Nine 
people have died in the area 
from die bacteria tins year. 

Mr Kometzky, a married fa¬ 
ther, had accidentally stepped 
on some ants before getting 
into the water and sustained 
ant bites, winch could have 
created an open wound for the 
bacteria to get inside. 

He then waded into the 
water, knee-deep, to set crab 
traps. 


The next morning the man 
from Palm Coast woke to find 
what looked like an insect bite 
on Ins leg. 

Debbie Stack, the man's 
sister-in-law, told Click Or¬ 
lando: "They did not take [the 
bite] seriously until it started 
festering and quickly Then he 
started feeling ill ' 

The keen fisherman was 
rushed to hospital on Sunday 
but he was dead by Monday. 

Ms Stack said: ‘They tried 
multiple antibiotics but noth¬ 
ing was touching it No tiling 
even phased it.' 

Health officials said that 
there had been 26 cases of the 
bacteria, including nine deaths, 
m the state of Florida just tins 
year.

Readers of 
literary fiction 
can read 
emotions, too 

WASHINGTON (AFP)-Peo¬ 
ple who read literary fiction 
are better than readers ofpop- 
ular fiction or nonfiction at 
figuring out the emotions of 
others, according to a US 
study out Thursday 
Researchers hypothesized 
tliat people who read works of 
literature would be better at 
sensing what is going on m die 
inner worlds of others, but 
they wanted to test the notion 
So they asked some volun¬ 
teers to read excerpts of recent 
award-winning novels or short 
stones, while others were 
asked to read either parts of 
Amazon.com popular fiction 
bestsellers or nonfiction pieces 
from Smithsonian Magazine. 

The readers were then sub¬ 
jected to a seiies of five tests 
meant to gauge how well they 
could guess what a person was 
feeling, for instance by look¬ 
ing at a picture of a facial ex¬ 
pression or answering 
questions about how a given 
character would act under cer¬ 
tain circumstances. 

Hie results showed that the 
best scores were obtained by 
those who had just read ex¬ 
cerpts of literary fiction 
"Just as in real life, the 
worlds of literary fiction are 
replete with complicated indi¬ 
viduals whose inner lives are 
rarely easily discerned but 
warrant exploration, 11 wrote 
the study authors, PhD candi¬ 
date David Comer Kidd and 
his adviser, professor of psy¬ 
chology professor Emanuele 
Castano of the New School in 
New York. 

Hie findings could be useful 
in rehabilitating prisoners, or 
helping people with autism 
learn to communicate better 
with others, the researchers 
said. 
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Diesel fumes baffle bees: 
study 


PARIS (AFP) - Diesel exhaust 
fumes alter the flowery smells 
that guide bees when they for¬ 
age, potentially sending them 
off course and putting the food- 
growing industry at risk, a 
study said Thursday. 

Honeybees rely heavily on 
their sense of smell to locate 
flowers from winch they har¬ 
vest life-giving nectar -- trans¬ 
ferring pollen grains from one 
bl o am to ana ther in the pro c ess 
Hie new research shows that 
diesel exhaust fumes from cars, 
tractors or power generators 
can chemically alter the smell 
of flowers and render them un¬ 
detectable to bees 
Hus, m turn, threatens the in¬ 
sects' crucial role as a key pol¬ 
linators of human food crops. 
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"Somewherein the region of 
7D percent of world crops re¬ 
quire pollination services, 
and .. about 35 percent of our 
current food production is re¬ 
liant on pollination," study co¬ 
author Tracey Newman of the 
University of Southampton 
told a press conference ahead 
of the report's release in the 
journal Nature Scientific Re¬ 
ports. 

Pollination services have an 
estimated economic value of 
15 3 billion euro s ($203 billion) 
a year. 

For the study, Newman and 
a team created a synthetic 
odour blend mimicking the 
complex chemical mix that 
make up the smell of oilseed 
rap e flowers. 

Hie synthetic blend of eight 
chemicals was released into a 
sealed glass vessel with clean 
air, and another that contained 
diesel exhaust at levels similar 
to rush-hour, roadside fumes 

Hie fumes contained high 
concentrations of NQx gases, 
mttic oxide and nitrogen diox¬ 
ide, as well as carbon monox¬ 
ide. 

Within one minute, the chem¬ 
icals alp ha-fame sene and 
alpha-terpinene, which com¬ 
prised 73.5 percent and 0.8 per¬ 
cent of the blend respectively, 
were "rendered undetectable"

Jackson's mum slams 
'shakedown' claim 
over death trial 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Michael Jacksons mother 
slammed Thursday a claim that 
her failed lawsuit against tour 
promoter AEG Live was an at¬ 
tempt at a "shakedown" to 
make money after her son's 
death. 

Katherine Jackson, S3, also 
insisted that the five-month 
trial had revealed the "truth," 
that AEG Live hired doctor 
Conrad Murray, even though a 
jury rejected the lawsuit over¬ 
all' 

Murray, who was jailed in 
2011 over Jackson's 2009 
death, meanwhile welcomed 
tlie verdict, saying he sobbed 
when he saw jurors rule that he 
h ad n ot b e en unfi t or in comp e - 
tent to da the job for which he 
was lured. 

"My immediate reaction 
was one of tears; certainly, I 
cried," Murray told NBC's 
Today show. "1 cried because 
for once the world was al¬ 
lowed to hern - same of the facts 
.. much of which I was denied 
and my attorneys could not 
present during my criminal 
trial,” he said. 

Katherine Jackson, in her 
first public reaction to the ver¬ 
dict, tried to put a positive spin 
on the rejection of her lawsuit 


after a five-month trial 

"We have said from tlie be¬ 
ginning that this case was a 
search far the truth We found 
tlie truth AEG lured Dr Con¬ 
rad Murray, the man who is in 
jail for killing Michael Jack- 
son," she sad, according to tlie 
TMZ celebrity news website 
AEG Live lead attorney 
Marvin Putman repeated after 
Wednesday's verdict his view 
that tlie whole lawsuit was an 
attempted "shakedown, to try 
to get money out of tlie pro¬ 
moter by making false allega¬ 
tions 

"AEG has repeated tlie 
mantra that, tins lawsuit was a 
shakedown," said Katherine 
Jackson. "Such a statement is a 
slap in the face of tlie entire ju¬ 
dicial system that allowed tins 
case to go to a jury" 

It is not known if the Jack- 
sons will appeal the verdict 
TMZ quoted the Jackson 
family matriarch's lawyer 
Perry Sanders as saying 'All 
options regarding the balance 
of the jury verdict (tlie ruling 
there was no negligence) are 
being considered."
